INJUNCTION BINDING | 

The injunction bill differs but 
little from thé restraining order. 
Its terms have, in some cases, 
been made more binding, and its 
phraseology clarified in doubtful 
passages.

The ona outstanding modifica- 
tion is a paragraph specifically as- 
serting that “nothing contained 
herein shall be construed to pro- 
hibit the use of the funds or mon- 
ee of any of aid union labor 
organizations for any lawful pur- 
pose, and nothing containéd in 
thie order shall be construed to 


prohibit the expression of any 
Opinion or argument not intended

réstrain interstate commerce or 
the transportation of the mails.”

The daily average gross crude 
ol] production of the United States 
decreased 10,700 barrels for the 
week ending September 16, totaling 
1.493.700 barrels, as compared 
with 1,604,400 barrels for the pre- 
ceding week, according to the 
weekly summary of the institute. 
No changes were reported in 
crude oil prices for the major 
districts. Midcontinent crude is 
quoted at $1.25 a barrel; Penn- 
syivania at $3 a barrel, and Gulf 
Coast at $1.25.

BURDEN OF TAXES 
Second, the Water and Power 
Act will take 1.000,00, 
the tax rolls and throw the burden 
of the taxes there lost in this 
sigantic sum on uced amount 
of taxable property remaining on 
the tax rolis. It is inevitable that 
the proposed measure will mate- 
rially increase taxes, even if the : 
water and power board should es- 
cape deficits. The entire lesue o 
3500.00, %% bonds will be tax-free 
and tax-exempt bonds, because 
they win de State bonds and not 
subject to taxation. The result is 
an opportunity for the investment 
of $500,000,000 more in tax-free 
securities beyond the reach of the 
tax therer. 

“But the farce doesn't end here. 
The Water and Power Board will 
buy real and personal property 
with the proceeds of the bonds. As 
soon as thie property is acquired 
it becomes State property and tax 
exempt, so there is a second half 
billion dollare removed taxa- 
tion, making a total of $1,000,-' 
000,006 taken off the tax rolls 
through the operation of thie in- 
famous act. The expenses of gov- 
ernment will go on just the same. 
The State, counties and cities must 
all get revenue, but they will have 
a reduced amount of property to 
get it from. Accordingly, the tax- 
payers must pay increased taxes to 
meet the demands of the tax 
gatherer. 

“What we need today isnt a 
reduction, but an increase in our 
taxable property,” concluded 
President Creed. “Some day we 
may more easily bear the tax bur- 
den which the war and other causes 
have placed upon us.”

That this bill 
will meet with formidable opposition is 
certain. The “farm bide” is solidly against 
it. But it is equally certain that our mer- 
chant marine must have some form of pro- 
tection and the President, at least, will do 
his part toward preventing the American 
ocean-carrying traffic from dwindling down 
to its prewar meager proportions. 

Figures furnished by the United States 
Shipping Board show conclusively that with- 
out some extraneous support our merchant 
marine cannot compete with thé chéaper- 
built, cheaper-manned and ‘governmént-aid- 
ed carfiers of Great Britain and Japan. 
At the close of the war, during the period 
of greatest Shipping Board activity, the 
United States handled 50 per cent of the 
world’s ocean tfaffic. At present we are 
handling less than 36 per cent. And the 
proportion is still on the down grade. 

For the good of the farmers, the manu- 
facturers, of every business that has goods 
either to export of import the country must 
keep its ships afloat. But fer more impor. 
tant réesone than these, for the fiationnl 
safety and the defense of our island pos- 
sessions we must have a méroeliaht marine 
to measure up with our national seeds.

ALCOHOL 

Since prohibition laws have been 

passed the number of deaths due to the 
king of wood alcohol have in¢reased 


alarmingly. The harnrful effects of this 
n come not only from the drinking 


of thé liquid, but results quite as destruc- 
tive are obtained by the inhaling of the 
fumes. The symptoms of wood alcoho! 
poisoning are apparent very shortly after 
drinking the liquid. Acute headache, vio- 
lent vomiting, body paine and excessive 
dizziness are the usual signs. More often 
the eyesight is affected and blindness is 
the result. 


Wood alcohol is produced from the de- 
struction of such woods as oak, maple, 
birch and other trees. The liquid that is 
obtained from this process is called wood 
alcohol and is used chiefly in the denatur- 
ing of grain alcohol. It is also used in the 
manufacture of varnish and other chemical 
products. 

In 1906 Congress passed a bill allowing 

the manufacture and sale of tax-free indus- 
trial alcohol. This alcohol was a dark, bad- 
smelling, bad-tasting fluid which offered lit- 
tle indacément for drinking. This was to 
be mixed with grain alcohol to promote 
bubinegs and to lower the prohibitive price 
of grain alcohol. : 
y Licensed pharmacists are allowed to sell 
medicated alcohol in quantities of not more 
than one pint, and for nonbeverage pur- 
poses. This fluid has been medicated with 
one of the nine government formulas, which 
are usually carbolic acid, formaldehyde or 
bichloride of mercury. The druggist must 
place a “Poison” label on bottles contain- 
ing any such fluids. 


It takes but one teaspoontul ot wood al- 
cohol to cause total blindness, a larger 
quantity often causes death. If you value 
your eyesight don't use wood alcohol, de- 
matured alcohol or medicated alcohol for 
drinking. .
